Court will order the ballots 
examined and the voters 
qualified to insure that only 
qualified voters took part in 
the April 20 election. 
Dickey is also requesting 
the sam e action be taken in 
the April 6 general election. 
If Judge Ryan agrees the 
votes 
should 
be 
r e ­ 
examined, it is unclear who 
would meet the costs of such 
an examination and 
who 
would carry out the order to 
check the ballots. 
The school board declared 


Dickey the winner on April 
26 and administered the oath 
of office and allowed him to 
assum e his seat on May 9, 
d espite 
the 
fact 
that 
Hughston had served notice 
on May 3 that he intended to 
contest the election. Dickey 
has already taken part in one 
school board meeting. 
Hughston asked the court 
to qualify the voters after a 
series of irregularities oc­ 
curred 
in 
several 
school 
board elections this spring. 
Hughston was told that he

was the winner of the runoff 
election, but two days later a 
secretary 
discovered 
a 
discrepancy in the returns 
and it was announced that 
Dickey won instead. 
Hughston then requested a 
recount 
which 
reaffirm ed 
Dickey the winner by one 
vote. During the next week, 
Hughston determined that 
seven unregistered voters 
had been allowed to par­ 
ticipate in the election and 
he filed notice that he in­ 
tended to contest the election 
on those grounds. 
Dickey 
then 
cross-filed, 
asking the court to qualify 
all the voters and to qualify 
the April 6 voters as well, lf 
enough 
votes 
cast 
for 
Hughston and Jack Gasche

Defreeze died during a

with 
police in Los Angeles last 
Friday. His body and those 
of five other SLA members 
were found in the ruins of a 
stucco home in one of the 
city’s black neighborhoods.

For a town of 490 citizens

to Texas A&M University 
Extension Center, also in 
Renner, according to Mayor 
Connie C. Armstrong and 
city com missioners Ronnie 
Hartline and Dave Wagnon. 
Renner officials are also 
working 
with 
the 
Dallas 
engineering, 
architectural 
and planning firm of Hen- 
ningson, 
Durham 
& 
Richardson Inc. of Texas to 
provide 
for 
the 
en ­ 
vironmental needs of the 
balance of Renner, which 
has doubled its population in 
the past two year, Mayor 
Armstrong said. 
Henningson, 
Durham 
& 
Richardson also conducted 
the environmental study, in 
cooperation with the North 
Central Texas Council of 
Governments. 
The study was directed by 
a N.C.T.C.O.G. committee 
comprised of Bob Sherrill, 
city m anager of Richardson,

Nixon Reaffirms 
Busing Objection 


WASHINGTON 
(U P D - 
President Nixon, restating 
his “ unequivocal opposition 
to forced busing” of school 
children, has threatened to 
veto an education bill if it 
reaches nim in the form 
passed by the Senate, with a 
mild antibusing feature. 
Nixon expressed hope that 
the bill, approved by an 81-5 
vote 
M onday, 
could 
be 
reconciled 
with 
a 
stiffer 
House version which con­ 
tain s 
strong 
antibusing 
language. 


In 
a 
written 
statement 
issued by the W’hite House 
Wednesday, Nixon said: 


“ I must once again state 
my unequivocal opposition 
to forced busing for the 
purpose of achieving racial 
balance. The experience of 
the past five years across 
America shows that we can 
d ism an tle 
dual 
school 


system s without resorting to 
m assive forced busing.” 
The Senate refused to go 
along with language in the 
House-passed bill to forbid 
courts 
to 
order 
students 
bused beyond the second 
closest school to their homes 
to 
achieve desegragation, 
and permit reopenin. of any 
existin g court order on 
busing if it violated the new 
definition. 
The Senate rejected the re­ 
opening 
clause 
and 
said 
courts could ignore certain 
antibusing provisions if it 
was believed that the con­ 
stitutional rights of black 
students 
w ere 
being 
violated. 
Nixon 
contended 
that 
neighborhood schools offer 
the best form of education, 
with “ policies established at 
the 
local 
level, 
and 
not 
im posed by 
the federal 
government.”

Housewives loaded down 
with packages, teen-agers 
shopping for their proms and 
h arrie d 
businessm en 
on 
their lunch breaks have been 
stopping at the little booths 
to 
m eet 
and 
talk 
with 
psychiatrists. 
The 
M ental 
Health 
Association of Hawaii set up 
the booths as part of mental 
health month “to bring the 
subject of mental health into 
the market place.” 
Gerard Manion, director 
of public education for the 
association, said that three 
“ Lucy Booths,” staffed by 
p s y c h i a t r i s t s 
a n d 
psychologists 
volunteering 
their time, are functioning at 
three of Honolulu’s busiest 
shopping centers. 
A Little Skeptical 
“ A volunteer cam e up with 
the idea for the booths, but 


(they) were a little skeptical 
about 
w hat 
the 
public 
reaction would be,” Manion 
said. The booths were named 
after the character “ Lucy" 
in the Peanuts cartoon strip 
who is sometimes dispenses 
“ psychiatric” advice from a 
booth for 5 cents. 
“ People who have never 
spoke with a psychiatrist 
before cautiously approach 
the booths.” Manion said. 
“ Instead of a stuffy office 
waiting room 
and

appointment time, they have 
an inform al a tm o sp h e re 
where there are no fixed 
h ours, 
no 
fees, 
no

The Steamatic process of 
cleaning carpeting involves 
a re-circulating heat system 
which maintains a cleaning 
solution at the most effective 
tem perature for cleaning 
and re-conditioning c a r­ 
peting.

Mutual of Omaha Insurance 
Company, the Fiscal Agent 
for Texas. 
For inpatient care in a 
civilian hospital, an eligible 
person must pay 25 percent 
of 
the 
total 
cost, 
and 
C H A M PV A w ill pay the 
remaining 75 percent. There 
is an annual 
outpatient 
deductible amount of $50 for 
one person and $100 per 
family. After the deductible 
is met, 
C H A M PV A will 
provide reimbursement of 75 
percent of the total cost ot 
outpatient care, 
including 
drugs and medicines. 
Any person who meets the 
basic requirem ents may 
apply 
for 
Veterans 
Administration eligibility by 
contacting

Veterans Service Officer. An 
application form must be 
completed and sent to the 
nearest VA hospital or clinic.

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Psychiatry Helps 
Fergie Finds Himself

N EW Y O R K - (N E A ) - 
Ferguson Je n k in s rem em ­ 
bers w alking through the 
campus of the University ot 
Illinois at Chicago last Ju ly 
for his first visit to a psy­ 
chiatrist. 
He remembers being em­ 
barrassed at the many people 
who recognized him and 
g re e te d 
him 
w ith 
“ H i, 
Ferg ie ," 
“ Keep 
in there, 
Fergie, it’ll come back.- How­ 
ever, they did not know why 
he was on campus. And when 
Jenkins entered the building 
of the psychiatrist, he re­ 
members thinking, “ What am 
I doing here, anyway? I rn not 
off my rocker." 
He was, though, drastically 
off his game. Jenkins, soft- 
eyed and strapping, was then 
a pitcher with the Chicago 
Cubs. In each of the six sea­ 
sons prior to 1973, he had won 
20 games and had been the 
winninge’st pitcher in the m a­ 
jor leagues. By Ju ly of last 
season, he had become a one- 
man disaster area. 
His record by the All-Star 
break was eight wins, nine 
losses. Worse, he had given 
up the huge to tal ot 25 
homers. The man who was 
consistently one of the league 
leaders in complete games 
was now getting the hook by 
the seventh inning. “ Now, I 
sta rted looking o ver my 
shoulder to the bullpen in late 
innings. I never did betore, 
he said. 
He was 29 years old, an age 
when most athletes reach 
their prim e. Je n k in s was 
stunned. His arm was physi­ 
cally fine, yet he could not 
keep the ball low, where bat­ 
ters would ground it. He was 
throwing pitches waist-high. 
“ And I was getting bombed. 
he recalls. 
At one 
point. Je n k in s 
becam e so disgruntled at 
being taken out of a game 
that he took bats from the 
Cub rack and fling them on 
the ti.. 
a qui;■«; v thing i > ck , 
particularly for so even-tem­ 
pered a man as Jenkins. 
After that,” Jenkins recalls 
now 
with a 
smile, "they 
began calling me ‘Batm an in 
the papers." 
Cub management believed 
that Jenkins problem might 
be in his head. They had 
found that psychoanalysis 
had helped other players.

Jenkins agreed to try, despite 
the unmanly stigma that psy­ 
chiatry still evokes in many 
c i r c l e s , p a r t i c u l a r l y 
athletics. 
“ I saw the doctor about 
eight or ten tim es,” said 
Je n k in s . “ He is a couch 
analyst, but I sat in a leather 
chair. We went back into my 
life, and talked. 
“ It seems I could talk to 
him about thin gs that I 
couldn’t talk to anyone else 
about, including my wife. 
And the conclusion of it was 
that a number of things had 
piled up over a period ot 
years and they seemed to 
come crashing down on me 
all at one time.” 
To begin with, Jenkins was 
being booed. This mightily 
disturbed him, and also em­ 
barrassed him in front of his 
wife and two daughters, then 
age 3 and 2. “ People were 
calling their father ‘bum.’ ” 
ha id Je n k ’u • “ So I 
1 upped 
taking them to games. 
“ The fans w ere re a lly 
nasty. I’d go to my car after a 
game and they d be banging 
on the roof as I drove off.” 
The Cubs, with all their 
power hitters, otten seemed 
to have o f f day s when 
Jenkins was on the mound. 
To be sure, since he was the 
Cub ace he often was opposed 
bv the other team 's star 


p i t c h e r . 
N e v e r t h e l e s s , 
Jenkins is tied for the major 
league record of having lost 
most 1-0 games in a season 
(five in 1968) and has lost 62 
one-run games in his nine- 
year big-league career. 
At one point a couple of 
seasons ago, Jenkins said to 
his then room m ate E rn ie 
Banks, “ The guys don’t want 
to hit for me. 
Off the field, Jenkins says, 
there were other problems. 
His mother died in 1970, atter 
suffering with can cer for 
several years. He says now 
that he* m isses her, and 
realized from talks with the 
psychiatrist that he felt guilty 
he had not in fact been closer 
to his mother. 
“ I was an only child, 
said 
Jenkins. “ M y lather was a 
chef in the Merchant Marine 
and so was gone a lot from 
our home in Chatham. Can­ 
ada. So my mother and I were 
alone a lot, of course. I left 
home at eighteen to play ball. 
In later years I suppose I had 
guilt feelings for leaving her 
alone, and also for not spend­ 
ing more time with her when 
she was dying. I felt guilt at 
what I unconsciously thought 
was my selfishness. 
“ I was also feeling shock 
from seeing my father break 
down the way he did when 
mv mother died. 


“ I was also feeling sorry for 
m yself in relation to my 
family. My wife and I had a l­ 
ways talked about wanting a 
boy. Then my wife had four 
miscarriages. We adopted a 
g irl because we want ed 
children but we continued to 
hope for a boy of our own. I 
think I was feeling resentful 
for her for denying me a boy, 
in a way. Stupid, but that s 
the way it was. 
“ And then maybe I was 
feeling guilty about, f ir s t J 
having these feelings ot re­ 
sentment, and, also, being 
a w a y so m uch from my 
family, the way I was away 
from my mother. 
“ And on the field, it seemed 
I was being punished for all 
my my stakes. 
“ When the doctor and I 
talked, I began to see myself 
clearer. And when I lett his 
office, I was feeling lighter. It 
was literally a load oft my 
mind.” 
After the all-star break, 
Jenkins’ record was six wins, 
seven losses - not much dif­ 
ferent from his record the 
first half of the season. But he 
gave up only seven homers 
(compared to 25). 
“ I was pitching much bet­ 
ter,” said Jenkins. What was 
intriguing was that whenever 
he saw 
the 
p s y c h ia tris t 
before a game he pitched, he 
won. When he didn't see him. 
Jenkins lost. 
By season’s end, Jenkins 
decided that he had resolved 
his problems, and no longer 
needed the p sy c h ia tris t s 
help. 
Meanwhile? the Cubs were 
deciding they didn't need 
Jenkins’ help at all. They 
traded him to the Texas 
Rangers. 
In the first month of the 
1974 baseball season, Jenkins 
won six games and lost only 
one. He com pleted seven 
games, and was instrumental 
in keeping the Rangers, pre­ 
vio u sly one of b aseb all s 
» teams, in first place. 
,-nkins says he feels great, 
loves the Rangers, is wild 
about Texas. He has not been 
in contact with the psy­ 
chiatrist. “ But when I get to 
Chicago to play the White 
Sox,” said Jenkins. “ I ll call 
him up to say hello, to thank 
him — and to see how he is 
feeling.”
